The case is a very 
pertinent reminder that where 
the interests of a group 
are at variance with those 
of the shareholders in any one 
of the individual companies, 
group interests have to be 
ruthlessly sacrificed. It is likely 
that the average man would feel 
a tendency to condone certain 
cases where the rule is not 
strictly observed, and if, the 
group were the only share- 
holders in the separate com- 
panies it might be argued that 
no great amount of damage 
could possibly be done, for all 
it would mean would be taking 
money from one pocket to put 
into the other. Directly, however, 
the shareholders in the various 
‘companies are not identical, 
and other interests have to be 
considered, it is obvious that the 
process fo longer amounts 
merely to changing the location 
fof certain sumg of money or 
other assets, but does in fact 
interfere with the rights and 
properties of those sharehoiders 
who do not form part of the 
controlling group. They are 
deprived of funds or property 
whick rightly belongs to them. 
The case is, therefore, a re- 
affirmation: of the law that a 
company cannot buy its own 
shares, and goes somewhat 
further according to the judge 
who pointed out that any at- 
tempt to do so though subsidi- 
aries would be regarded as « 
glaring attempt to evade the 
obligations of the law. If Har- 
man and his associates had 
succeeded in what they had in 
mind, and had pulled the group 
out of difficulties without doing 
any damage to Chosen or its 
other companies, it is possible 
that nothing would have been 
‘heard about the matter.

‘An important addition to facilities 
for Shanghai food supplies has been 
furnished. by the completion of the 
zew municipal abattoir in Sawgin 
Road, designed and constructed by 
the Public Works Department in ae.

| The building provides accommod- 
tion for approximately 1,000 oxen 
land buffaloes, 1,500 sheep, 300 calves

ions, with full. consideration for 
Tight, alv-and animal comfort. The 
Jairage halls, being planned on a 
multtfloored ‘system, have required 
special ‘drainage considerations, 
‘As regards slaughtering, the most 
modern methods of humane stunning 
by ‘electricity and Cash Captive 
pistols) will be used, and all -pro-

eave the abattoir will be under the 
supervision of “Health Department 
Inspector’, The slaughtering capa- 
elty ‘approximates 250 to.

porpeluate the memory of Burns. 
‘And, theretore, if there is one sub: 
eet in which Burnsites, common and 
Uncommon, might be” supposed to 
have son real interest, ft is. the 
dialect in which their Master wrote. 
Yet we have the appalling declara: 
m made by Dr, Grant, the Editor 
fof the proposed Scottish’ Dictionary, 
find wholly untefuted, that he sent 
circulars to two hundred and seventy 
Burns Clute afliate to the Feders- 
tion, appealing for financial help, 
find’ that of theee only one replied! 
Two hundred and sixty-nine ‘Burns 
tend to be thoroughly 
Scottish didn't have a single copper 
to spare for a gigantic undertaking 
vrs. meant to preserve. the re- 
‘of our native specch! 
‘Of course it i notorious that there 
fg no literary sense or instinct in 
the Burns Clubs. Long ago a certain 


























They rose in. thei 
the cultured Englishman to tatters. 
But he was right. They are not eri- 
tical, ‘They are not even inclined to 
be literary. Look at their own official 
‘organ! “The Burns Chronicle” 
edited by perhaps the most informed, 
Burns student in the country, and 
yol “Mr. Ewing has a. lamentable 
Feport to submit, namely, that only: 
1,100 copies of the “Chronicle” were 
sold last year, and many of these 
were sold to people who were not 
‘members of the Clubs! And yet the 
Clubs are offered their copies at 
reduced prices! 

‘A celebrated Scot said on one oc- 
locasion: “It is not so much what we 
think ef Burns, but what would 
Burns think of us!” I venture to 
suggest that not even the dilapidated 
ldeckchair which desecrates his grave 
‘would so rouse his wrath as would 
the remarkable indifference that is 
shown towards the dialect in which 
hhe delighted, The fact that someone 
(maybe a Scot) has posed as the 
poet in a modern Ayrshire pageant 
Would count for little with him, But 
hhe would have hailed as something 
‘worth while—not for his sake but 
for the sake of puir auk? Scotland 
the news, if one were able to give 
give it, that of the £30,000 necessary 
fo see ‘the Dictionary an established 
fact, the Clubs that bore his name 
‘were going to contribute a substan- 
tial share, So far they have contri- 
ated one pound note!

Who are the heroes of the year? 
What are the chief happenings 
in the world outside this China? 
Some will say that the most 
important event was the break- 
down of the London Conference 
in the Geological Museum.

In the admission the 
world perhaps made a step to- 
ward sanity, even if it lost some 
prestige.

In Great Britain prominent 
names include those of Sir John 
‘Simon who played a lone politi- 
eal hand domestically with con- 
summate skill and, in the face 
of determined personal oppo 
‘tion, managed to acquire a co 
ding place in the natio 
esteem by the end of the year. 
His success made all the more 
yemarkable the triumphs of his 
Under-Secretary, Mr. Anthony 
Eden, whose only danger seems 
to lie in the fact that, everyone 
has conspired to speak weil of 
him.

Political Changes
